TIGUE TIGUE NAN 
(CHICKEN PEANUT STEW) 


1 broiler-fryer chicken 

1 medium onion, chopped 
1% teaspoons salt 

% teaspoon pepper 


1 teaspoon curry powder 

6 cups water 

1 cup creamy peanut butter 
2 tablespoons tomato paste 


Cooked rice 


Cut chicken into serving pieces and place in large kettle. 
Add onion, salt, pepper and curry powder. Stir in 1 cup of 
water, bring to boil, cover, reduce heat and boil gently 
about 15 minutes. Gradually add another cup of the water 
to peanut butter stirring until smooth. Add to chicken. 
Add remaining 4 cups water and tomato paste. Cover, 
continue cooking 30 minutes or until chicken is tender. 
Serve in soup bowls topped with spoonfuls of hot rice. 
Makes 6 to 8 servings. Note: Mrs. Jansen used Skippy 
peanut butter in preparing the Tigue Tigue Nan.

FIGHTING AGAINST RACISM 


Recently in France a bomb plated by a NeoNazi terrorist 
group was exploded at a Jewish synagogue in Paris. The 
bomb killed four inocent people, and was the latest in a series 
of vicious attacks against French Jews. outraged, tens of 
thousands of people, Jews and Gentiles alike, poured into the 
broad Parisian avenues in defiance. Major demonstrations 
against the rise of French Anti-semitism were held 
throughout the world. 

In their stirring moment of protest, French Jews simply 
were stating that they had a nature right to seize the streets 
and organize politically to defend their interests as a people. 
"Never Again" is not simply an open statement which 
declares a universal opposition to a return to the butchery 
and genocidal logic of fascism; it is an internal reminder of 
Jews to' each other that they have a right to self preservation 
and self determination. Progressive people throughout the 
world support their statement and their right to resist 
fascism. 

At the same moment in. the United States, new and 
vicious forms of hatred were being resurrected — in the ugly 
and intellectually turpid forms of the Ku Klux Klan, the 
American Nazi Party, and white vigilante violence against 
Blacks. 

Since 1976, the Klan has been responsible for literally 
hundreds of assaults against Black and Hispanic people. Ex- 
amples of Klan-inspired violence include: a cross burning at 
the home of a Somerset, New Jersey, Black community acti- 
vist, November, 1979; the vicious execution of 22-year old Jim- 
my Lee Campbell, a black deaf man, by two white hunters 
because “they failed to bag a deer in their day's hunting trip," 
in Oroville, California, January, 1980; the shooting of a nine- 
year-old Black girl in Wrightsville, Georgia, in the wake of a 
rally demanding the end to housing and job discrimination, in 
April, 1980; the shooting of four Black women by a gang of 
white youths engaged in joy riding through the streets of 
Chattanooga, April, 1980; the firebombing of four Black chur- 
ches, in Far Rockaway, New York, May, 1980. 
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The most hideous manifestations of white racism/ 
facism, however, have occurred in Buffalo, New York. Since 
the third week of September, six Black men have been but- 
chered in that city by one or more white racists. The /ast two 
victims had their hearts removed. 

Unlike the reaction to the NeoNazi violence in Paris, 
however, the powers that be remain remarkably quiet — or 
perhaps tolerant is the better word — of the rapid violence 
against Blacks in the U.S. Neither the Democratic nor Repub- 
lican Party's National Campaign committees issued state- 
ments critical of white terrorism against Black folks as a poli- 
tical issue during the campaign. Unlike the major political 
parties in France, neither the Democrats nor the Republicans 
were willing to take to the streets in protest on behalf of our 
people. 

Somewhere in California, resting in his patio chair, a 
senile Ronald Reagan relaxes after his busy Presidential 
campaign. The problems of Black America are perhaps the 
furthest thing from his mind. Surely the world could do with a 
few less Black and poor mouths to feed. 

Alone in the Oval Office weeks ago, Jimmy Carter must 
have read the bloody news from Buffalo. Perhaps he sup- 
pressed a smile. Surely now, Blacks would stampede toward 
his reelection campaign, seeking him out as “the lesser evil." 

When will our "so called leaders" begin to cherish our 
lives as much as other ethnic group leaders cherish their 
people? When will we find the courage to reject the politics of 
the Jimmy Carters and Ronald Reagans — the politics of 
decay and corruption, the politics of moral and political 
bankruptcy — to chart a new course for Black independence? 

We have the right, indeed the historic duty to say more 
than just "never again". We have the right, first, to march 
against this terror against our people. The Black United Front 
has just issued a call to March Against Racism in Buffalo, a 
national march that is scheduled for February, 1981. We must 
join that march, to tell the world that the facist/racist terror 
against black people must stop. 

But there is more. We as Black people must do more 
than march in nonviolent demonstrations to oppose racism. 
Ne must organize politically, outside both the Democratic 
and Republican Parties, to fight for our self determination as 
a people. This independent action must take the form of an 
ndependent, black political party.

DON’T GET RIPPED-OFF! 


Alwayd deal with reliable stores. 


Don't deal with stores that just se!l for the holiday and 
close soon after. 


Never deal with street vendors. Nine out of ten times 
they do not stand behind what they sell. If you en- 
counter a problem with your merchandise, you most 
likely will never see the street vendor again. 


Save all receipts for future returns. 


Ask if the item purchased can be returned or exchang- 
ed. Make sure it's in writing and you have a receipt; 
some stores aren't that reliable. 


Check all toys when purchased to make sure they are 
operating properly. 

Make sure the toys you buy are recommended by the 
manufacturer for the particular age of the child you 
are buying the toy. 

Never purchase items on the street that are factory 
packed. What you pay for may not be what you'll find 
in the package. 

Never purchase items that yu can't inspect prior to 
purchase. 

Shop around for the best buy, compare prices as well 
as quality. 
Never remove price tags from items. Some stores will 
not accept them for returns. 

Beware of bargains that are too good to be true. 
Make sure the salesman is really a salesman and not 
someone trying to make you a deal you can't refuse. 
Department stores are crowded and your money may 
be someone's Christmas gift.
